BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN,  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
AND  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE,  ON  MARCH  4,  1935. 

A  petition  having  been  filed,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  54,  Section 
135,  of  the  General  Laws,  for  a  recount  of  the  votes  cast  on  March  4, 
1935,  for  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Public 
Welfare,  a  recount  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Wednesday  evening, 
March  13,  at  7  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  conducted  the  recount,  assisted  by  Clar- 
ence A.  Hall,  Warden  in  Precinct  1,  and  the  several  candidates  or  their 
representatives  were  present. 

By  the  recount  John  J.  Bowen  gained  two  votes,  George  W.  Peavey 
six,  Clarence  A.  Studley  four,  and  James  D.  McNamara  lost  three  votes 
and  Walter  H.  Perry  five.

RECORD  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS 

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  HELD  MARCH  11,  1935 
CALLED  AT  7.30  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  town  officers  not  required  to  be  chosen  by 
ballot,  viz:  Three  Field  Drivers,  one  Pound  Keeper  and  three  Wood 
Measurers. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  H.  F.  Smith,  to  appoint  James  D.  McNamara, 
Daniel  J.  McCarthy  and  Joseph  F.  Smith  as  field  drivers,  Joseph  F. 
Smith  as  Pound  Keeper,  George  M.  Roundy,  Daniel  Kelleher  and  Albert 
G.  Tedford  as  wood  measurers. 

Art.  2.  To  act  upon  reports  of  town  ofiicers  and  special  commit- 
tees as  published. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  M.  H.  Doremus,  to  accept  the  reports  of 
the  town  officers  and  special  committees,  as  published. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  town  treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  fianancial  year  beginning 
January  1,  1936,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within 
one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period 
of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  Carl  H.  Russell,  that  the  town  treasurer  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1936,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor, 
payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  giv- 
en for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17, 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  General  Government  of  the 
Town,  viz:  Town  Officers'  salaries  and  expenses,  care  of  Municipal 
Buildings  and  Elections  and  Registrations  or  what  action  it  will  take 
thereon. 
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Voted:  On  motion  by  G.  "W.  Peavey,  that  the  Town  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $7,800.00,  to  cover  the  expense  of  General  Govern- 
ment of  the  Town,  viz:  Town  Officers'  salaries  and  expenses,  care  of 
Municipal  Buildings,  and  Elections  and  Registrations. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  Police  Department,  or  what 
action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  C.  A.  Studley,  that  the  Town  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $4,190.00  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  Police  Department. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  what 
action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Motion  was  made  by  W.  W.  Moxham,  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $4,000.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  1935,  and  that  the  sum  $100.00  of  the  amount  raised  and 
appropriated,  be  used  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Chief  of  the  De- 
partment as  provided  in  the  budget.  An  amendment  by  C.  H.  Russell 
that  $3,900.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  expense  of  the  De- 
partment and  the  salary  of  the  Chief  remain  as  it  is,  was  defeated  and 
the  original  motion  was  carried. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  Hydrant  Rental  for  fire  protection 
for  the  ensuing  year,  or  what  action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  M.  H.  Doremus,  that  the  Town  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,100.00  to  cover  the  expense  of  Hydrant  Rental 
for  fire  protection  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  Other  Protection  of  Persons  and 
Property,  or  what  action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  G.  M.  Roundy,  that  the  Town  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $245.00  to  cover  the  expense  of  Other  Protection  of 
Persons  and  Property,  divided  as  follows:  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures, salary  $75.00,  expenses  $10.00;  Inspector  of  Buildings,  salary  $125.00, 
expenses  $35.00. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  State  Moth  Assessment,  or  what  action  it 
will  take  thereon. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  J.  Ward,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $1,479.25  to  cover  the  State  Moth  Assessment. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  Private  Moth  Work,  or  what  action  it  will  take 
thereon. 
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Voted:  On  motion  by  C.  H.  Russell,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $350.00  for  Private  Moth  work. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  by  the  Tree  Warden,  for  the  trimming  and 
caring  for  trees  along  the  highways,  or  what  action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Voted :  On  motion  by  J.  Ward,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  to  be  used  by  the  Tree  Warden,  for  the  trimming 
and  caring  for  trees  along  the  highway. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  Health  and  Sanitation,  including  Board  of 
Health,  Inspection  of  Animals,  Inspection  of  Milk,  and  Dog  Officer,  or 
what  action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  M.  H.  Doremus,  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $240.00  to  be  used  for  Health  and  Sanitation, 
including  Board  of  Health,  Inspection  of  Animals,  Inspection  of  Milk 
and  Dog  Officer;  to  be  divided  as  follows:  Board  of  Health  $95.00,  salary 
to  be  $20.00,  Inspection  of  Animals  $60.00,  salary  to  be  $40.00,  Inspec- 
tion of  Milk  $25.00,  salary  to  be  $20.00,  Dog  Officer  $60.00,  salary  to  be 
$35.00. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  General  Expense  of  the  Highway  Department,  or 
what  action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Motion  was  made  by  M.  H.  Carter,  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,500.00  for  the  General  Expense  of  the 
Highway  Department,  $2,500.00  to  be  used  for  new  equipment,  was 
amended  by  N.  B.  Todd,  that  the  sum  of  $11,000.00  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  the  Highway  Department,  $2,500.00  to  be  used 
for  new  equipment,  that  $500.00  be  used  to  widen  the  South  East  corner 
of  Main  and  Lowell  Streets,  and  the  motion  as  amended  was  carried. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  carry  on  the  program  of  Sidewalk  Construction,  or 
what  action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Motion  was  made  by  J.  Ward,  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  carry  on  the  program  of  Sidewalk 
Construction,  $1,000.00  to  be  used  in  each  Precinct,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  apjDropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cut  brush  along  the  highways,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  what  action  it  will  take 
thereon. 

Motion  was  made  by  H.  F.  Smith  that  $300.00  be  used  to  cut  brush 
along  the  highways  the  money  to  be  taken  from  the  highway  appropri- 
ation.   N.  B.  Todd  amended  the  motion,  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise 
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and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  cut  brush  along  the  highways,  to 
be  expended  und2r»  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the 
amendment  was  carried. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  Street  Lighting,  or  what  action 
it  will  take  thereon. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  Robert  E.  Ramsdell,  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,600.00  to  cover  the  expense  of  Street  Lighting 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  Welfare  Department,  includ- 
ing Old  Age  Assistance,  or  what  action  it  will  take  thereon. 

Voted:  On  motion  by  G.  W.  Peavey,  that  the  Town  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $9,500.00  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  Welfare  De- 
partment, including  Old  Age  Assistance,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  General  Expense  of  the  School  Department,  or 
what  action  it  will  take  thereon.

Motion  was  made  by  Harold  P.  Peabody,  that,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  Junior-Senior  High  School  and  to  enable  the  Town  to  secure 
the  benefits  of  the  Emergency  Relief  Appropriation  Act  of  1935,  there 
be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $130,700.00  (total  estimated  cost) 
and  the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby 
is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $80,535.00  and  to  issue  bonds  or 
notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  under  authority  of  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  404  of  the  Acts  of  1935,  said  bonds  or  notes 
to  be  payable  in  not  more  than  20  years  at  such  term  and  maximum 
rate  of  interest  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Emergency  Finance  Board. 

All  monies  received  by  way  of  grant  from  the  Federal  Government 
on  account  of  this  project  shall  be  applied  first  to  meet  the  cost  of  con- 
struction thereof  (including  preliminary  expenses)  and  any  balance 
thereof  shall  be  applied  to  payment  of  the  loan  herein  authorized. 

The  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  accept  on 
behalf  of  the  Town,  for  use  in  carrying  out  such  project,  a  Federal  grant 
of  money  pursuant  to  the  Emergency  Relief  Appropriation  Act  of  1935, 
and  Clarence  Doore,  W.  W.  Grace,  H.  P.  Peabody,  John  Ward,  Russell 
Hamlin,  Ernest  Lane,  Ralph  Wilkinson  are  authorized  to  proceed 
with  the  construction  of  said  project  and  to  enter  into  all  necessary 
and  proper  contracts  and  agreements  in  respect  thereto,  all  subject 
to  applicable  federal  regulation  and  the  selectmen  and  the  Committee 
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are  authorized  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  convenient 
for  obtaining  grant  for  making  said  loan  and  for  constructing  said 
project.

The  Inhabitants  of  Lynnfield,  the  town  in  which  said  way  is  lo- 
cated, shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  on  January,  A.D.,  1938,  widen 
the  bituminous  macadam  roadway  on  said  road  so  that  the  same  shall 
be  at  least  thirty  (30)  feet  in  width  by  constructing  additions  to  either 
or  both  sides  of  the  present  roadway,  the  depth  of  said  bituminous 
macadam  roadway  to  be  at  least  six  (6)  inches,  and  proper  shoulders 
to  be  built  as  necessary,  and  they  shall  provide  surface  drainage  and 
under  drainage  when  necessary,  and  as  a  part  of  said  repairs,  they 
shall  rebuild  the  portion  which  lies  in  Essex  County  of  the  bridge  at 
the  Town  line  between  said  town  of  Lynnfield  in  Essex  County  and 
the  town  of  Wakefield  in  Middlesex  County,  provided  they  may  be  able 
to  make,  and  do  make,  suitable  arrangements  with  the  town  of  Wake- 
field or  otherwise  whereby  the  part  of  said  bridge  in  that  town  shall 
be  built  at  the  same  time,  and  in  building  the  bridge  they  shall  relay 
the  abutment  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  Saugus  River  for  the  full 
width  of  the  highway,  and  construct  a  reinforced  concrete  slab  with 
suitable  curbs  and  balustrades,  the  said  bridge  to  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  Massachusetts,  and 
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they  shall  extend  the  bituminous  macadam  roadway  on  said  bridge, 
and  complete  all  parts  of  said  way  so  that  the  same  may  be  safe  and 
convenient  for  travel  all  to  the  reasonable  directions  and  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  County  Commissioners. 

And  we  have  estimated  the  damages  occasioned  by  specific  repairs 
herein  ordered  to  be  made  as  follows,  viz:  Nothing.  However  if  any 
damages  should  be  recovered  they  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  town  of  Lynnfield. 

And  the  Commissioners  acting  under  authority  of  Section  16  of 
Chapter  82  of  the  General  Laws  will  reimburse  the  Town  of  Lynnfield 
in  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  work  herein  authorized.

As  authorized  by  the  vote  passed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  March 
11,  1935,  acting  under  Article  13,  an  Allis  Chalmers  Model  M,  Track 
Type  Tractor  Baker  Plow  and  a  Cement  Mixer  was  purchased  for  the 
use  of  the  Highway  Department  which  have  helped  in  providing  better 
road  work  during  the  past  year,  and  have  proved  to  be  along  the  line 
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Of  economy.  The  plow  has  done  very  satisfactory  work  in  removing 
snow  from  our  streets  and  it  is  recommended  that  wings  be  purchased 
that  better  work  may  be  done  in  storms  of  great  depth. 

As  directed  by  a  vote  passed  at  the  same  meeting,  the  plot  of  land 
located  at  the  comer  of  Summer  and  Arlington  Streets  was  purchased 
of  Mr.  Charles  O.  Blood,  sftid  we  feel  that  it  was  a  good  investment,  and 
will  prove  to  be  of  great  value  to  the  town  in  the  near  future. 

Realizing  that  our  town  is  growing  and  will  continue  to  grow  quite 
rapidly  during  the  years  before  us,  your  Board  of  Health  felt  it  was 
expedient  to  adopt  Health  and  Pood  Regulations,  and  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Harold  P.  Peabody  and  Walter  H.  Perry,  regulations  were  drawn 
up  and  adopted,  and  the  Pood  Regulations  were  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  as  required  by  law,  and  copies  of  the  regulations  were 
delivered  by  Police  Officers  to  each  occupied  dwelling  in  town. 

Last  April  a  new  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  Peabody 
Electric  Light  Company  relative  to  Street  Lights  in  South  Lynnfield 
covering  90-Sixty  watt,  1-one  hundred  watt,  2-one  hundred  and  fifty 
watt,  3-two  hundred  and  fifty  watt  lamps  at  a  price  of  $14.50  per  lamp, 
for  all  night  service. 

The  expense  of  the  Welfare  Department  has  been  greater  this  past 
year,  largely  because  of  many  hospital  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to 
care  for. 

We  have  entered  a  WPA  Project  on  Sidewalk  construction  and 
feeling  that  expenses  should  be  kept  as  low  as  possible  consistent 
with  good  business  judgment,  we  are  not  recommending  an  appro- 
priation this  year  for  sidewalk  construction,  as  we  feel  there  will  be 
more  than  the  usual  amount  of  labor  provided  without,  but  it  is  not  our 
intention  to  recommend  the  discontinuance  of  the  established  sidewalk 
construction  program. 

Petitions  have  been  filed  with  the  State  and  County,  asking  their 
co-operation  with  the  Town  in  continuing  the  building  of  shoulders  on 
Salem  Street;  also  for  the  new  construction  work  of  1600  feet  of  high- 
way on  Salem  Street  from  the  Peabody-Lynnfield  line  to  the  State  road 
at  Goodwins  corner  (Route  128),  and  appropriations  will  be  asked  at  our 
Annual  Town  Meeting  to  cover  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  our  town. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  and  to  thank  all  officers, 
department  heads,  employees  and  citizens  of  the  Town  who  have  co- 
operated with  and  assisted  us  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Lynnfield: 

The  cemetery  commissioners  report  that  all  five  town  cemeteries 
have  been  given  general  care. 

During  the  past  year  a  large  amount  of  constructive  work  has  been 
done  at  Forest  Hill  and  Willow  Cemeteries  through  Government  Relief 
projects.  Some  $5,700.00  has  been  used  to  relieve  local  unemployment 
in  the  two  active  cemeteries  through  E.  R.  A.  and  W.  P.  A.  funds. 

At  Forest  Hill  some  much  needed  improvements  were  made,  namely, 
grading  and  seeding  the  tool  house  plot,  the  Soldiers  lot,  paths  around 
the  circle,  and  a  number  of  neglected  lots.  The  main  avenue  was 
gravelled  and  trees  planted  along  same,  a  cement  floor  laid  in  the 
tool  house,  front  granite  wall  repaired  and  repointed,  entrance  widened 
etc. 

At  the  Willow  cemetery  a  large  area  has  been  graded  and  laid  out 
into  lots.  This  work  carried  out  the  start  made  the  previous  year  to 
make  more  land  available  for  use.  Five  new  avenues  have  been  gravel- 
led and  fifty-three  new  lots  made.  These,  together  with  several  aband- 
oned lots,  have  been  graded  ready  for  seeding.  The  front  wall  has  been 
repointed  and  the  side  wall  relaid  and  pointed.

To  the  School  Committee, 
Dear  Madam  and  Sirs: 

My  thirteenth  annual  report  is  herewith  presented  for  your  con- 
sideration. 


During  the  month  of  December  one  hundred  twenty-three  pupils 
were  enrolled  at  the  Center  School,  ninety-eight  pupils  were  enrolled 
at  the  South  School  and  thirty- three  pupils  were  enrolled  in  grade 
seven  at  the  Town  Hall.  Ninety-six  pupils  are  pursuing  courses  in 
secondary  schools  and  six  are  taking  courses  in  Trade  Schools. 

The  town  is  providing  schooling  for  three  hundred  fifty-six  pupils 
an  increase  of  ten  over  that  of  December,  1934. 


During  the  year  there  have  been  but  two  changes  in  the  teaching 
force.  Miss  Beth  Hayward  has  succeeded  Mr.  Calvin  Kennard  as 
principal  at  the  South  School  while  Miss  Eva  Teague  has  succeeded 
Miss  Josephine  Turner  as  supervisor  of  Physical  Training. 


That  the  work  might  be  better  organized  and  varied  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  pupils  in  the  several  grades  a  physical  training  instructor 
has  been  secured  to  devote  two  days  monthly  to  teaching  and  super- 
vising. It  is  the  purpose  of  the  supervisor  to  offer  a  type  of  program 
of  games  and  exercises  that  will  be  of  value  to  all  pupils. 


ENROLLMENT 


TEACHERS 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING 
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In  so  far  as  possible  the  work  is  carried  out  on  the  playgrounds 
where  pupils  enjoy  fresh  air  and  sunshine  and  have  a  freedom  which 
is  impossible  to  enjoy  in  the  classroom. 

DENTAL  CLINIC 
Dr.  Leslie  Bates  conducted  the  Clinic  during  the  past  year  but 
found  it  necessary  to  discontinue  his  clinic  work  with  the  close  of 
schools  in  June. 

After  January  first  Dr.  Edmund  Tobin  of  Brighton  will  continue 
the  clinic  work  so  well  started  by  Dr.  Bates. 

The  Clinic  is  held  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  regularly 
consult  a  family  dentist  and  who  would  not  otherwise  give  necessary 
dental  care  to  the  teeth.  The  fee  of  sixty  cents  is  charged  for  each 
operation.  This  should  be  reasonable  enough  so  that  no  one  need  be 
denied  the  opportunity  of  having  dental  care. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  enrollment  in  secondary  schools  has  remained  approximately 
the  same  as  last  year. 

Pupils  not  finding  academic  work  particularly  to  their  liking  trans- 
fer to  Trade  Schools  where  they  benefit  by  the  type  of  training  offered. 
Pupils  inclined  toward  pursuing  a  trade  should  enter  the  Trade  School 
directly  after  completing  the  work  in  our  eighth  grade  rather  than 
after  spending  one  or  two  years  in  a  high  school. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  note  that  our  tuition  pupils  with  but  few 
exceptions  are  doing  much  more  satisfactory  work  than  at  times  during 
the  past  few  years.  It  is  a  credit  to  any  pupil  to  do  even  a  fair  grade 
of  work  when  we  realize  some  of  the  difficulties  they  experience  because 
of  the  crowded  conditions  existing  in  the  Wakefield  High  School. 

HONORS 

At  the  close  of  schools  in  June  special  awards  to  pupils  were  made 
as  follows:

TEXTS 

It  is  our  purpose  to  provide  teachers  and  pupils  with  the  most 
up-to-date  equipment  and  texts.  With  that  purpose  in  mind  The  Iro- 
quoi  Arithmetics  and  Atwood-Thomas  Geographies  have  been  purchased 
to  replace  texts  by  other  authors. 
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STATE  REQUIREMENTS 

An  act  of  the  last  General  Court  requires  that  all  teachers  in  our 
public  schools  take  the  "Oath  of  Allegiance"  which  is:  "I  do  solemnly 
swear  (or  aflarm)  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  position  of

according  to  the  best  of  my  ability.

All  teachers  have  complied  with  this  requirement. 

The  United  States  Flag  is  displayed  on  all  school  buildings  in  suit- 
able weather,  a  United  States  flag  is  on  display  at  all  times  in  each  of 
the  several  classrooms  and  the  "Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag"  is 
given  as  required  by  law. 


SCHOOL  PROPERTY 

Your  Committee  has  been  most  generous  in  its  endeavors  to  have 
all  school  property  in  adequate  physical  condition  to  meet  the  high 
standards  necessary  for  carrying  out  our  school  program.  It  has  as- 
sumed its  obligation  as  one  of  trust  from  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

As  your  Committee  will  doubtless  report  the  several  improvements 
made  on  the  school  property  I  will  omit  the  same  from  this  report. 


SUBJECT  MATTER 

Without  going  into  details  I  will  say  that  our  emphasis  on  Academ- 
ic work  this  year  has  not  been  confined  to  any  particular  subject  of 
the  curriculum  but  rather  devoted  to  the  improvement  of  the  work  as 
a  whole.  By  such  a  program  it  has  been  possible  to  improve  the  in- 
struction more  specifically  as  needed  and  to  give  greater  emphasis  to 
the  individual  needs  of  the  children.  It  is  anticipated  that  such  a 
program  of  procedure  at  the  present  time  will  be  of  more  educational 
value  in  solving  some  of  our  problems  of  which  I  am  aware  than  any 
other  procedure.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE,  1935 


The  school  committee  feels  that  the  method  of  teaching  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  has  justified  its  installation.  The  freshman 
class  at  Wakefield  High  School  (first  class  so  taught)  shows  the  bene- 
fit of  this  departmental  teaching  and  higher  average  ranks,  and  better 
work  has  been  accomplished.  At  this  writing  nothing  definite  has 
been  decided  by  Wakefield  as  to  changes  to  be  made  to  relieve  condi- 
tions in  the  high  school,  but  something  will  be  done,  without  question, 
to  materially  help  the  situation. 

This  year  we  have  been  able  to  improve  conditions  at  the  South 
School  by  finishing  the  flooring  job  that  was  started,  last  year,  and  we 
also  made  some  changes  in  the  teachers'  room  and  nurse's  room.  At 
the  present  time,  we  are  planning  to  paint  the  exterior  and  finish  the 
inside  painting  of  this  building.  The  interior  of  the  Center  School 
will  be  painted  also.  In  accordance  with  orders  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Safety,  we  were  obliged  to  build  a  fire  wall  in  the  basement, 
and  also  metal  clad  the  doors.  With  these  repairs  completed,  we  will 
have  both  school  houses  in  the  best  condition  possible  for  old  buildings. 

Our  enrollment  has  not  increased  much  so  that  our  present  room 
capacity  is  sufficient  for  the  present  time,  but  we  still  have  large  classes 
in  some  rooms. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  school  committee  have  been  held  with 
full  attendance  of  members  and  Supt.  of  Schools.
